compound engines, direct connected to 
100(1 K. W..

generators of the revolving field type. 
The fk'lds of these generators are en- 
crigiged by two 10(1 K. W. 
12r, volt 


direct current generators, direct con- 
nected to Wcst'inghouse compound en- 
gines. These direct current generators 
are used to excite all alternating cur 
rent apparatus and to supply light and 
power for auxiliary apparatus <ln the, 
plant. 


"The local lighting and power ser- 


vice will be furnished by two 200 K. 
W. 2300 volt revolving field genera- 
tors, one- of which is direct connected 
to a 300 H. P. Wcstingliou.se, Com- 
pound engine and the other to a 
H. P. synchronous motor, which 
in 


turn is operated by current from OIK 
of tile large 1000 K. W. generators. 


"The exceedingly high voltage used, 


130(10 volts, is for the purpose of re- 
ducing the amount of copper required

SPAPFRf 


The development of technical runl in- 


dustrial schools in Germany has ia- 
creased not only the domain of Em- 
peror \Yilllnm, but lias enriched all 
other civilized nations, says the New 
(York Evening Tost. One of the first 
matters taken up and studied scientific- 
ally by these institutions was the milk- 
ing of buttons and other useful and iir- 
numental articles from mother of pearl. 
It was soon found that the opalescent 
layers of the oyster shell were not the 
sole available material, as had long 
been bellc'ved by the trade, and that 
clams, mussels and other bivalves, not 
to speak of many conchs, were of 
nearly, if not quite, equal value. The 
first result of these examinations was 
the prompt utilization of oth<*r shells 
and a consequent reduction in the price 
of oyster, mother of pearl and of but- 
tons made from that substance. 


The new industry prospered and final- 


ly crossed the Atlantic. Here it has 
trlron a firm foothold and is growing 
rapidly. 
The largest portion of tin- 


work is now done in iht; central states, 
•while small concerns may bo found all 
the Tvay from Massachusetts to Vir- 
ginia. Ttnis far the best clam discov- 
ered is the pearl clum of the Mississip- 
pi and the other rivers of that region. 
The sea clams are useful, but the inner 
linings are not so lustrous or iridescent. 
The deep sea clam, with its rich indigo 
color, makes a showy and rather popu- 
lar button. 
The soft clam, or Hhode 


Island clam, has often a beautiful play 
of color upon its inner surface, but is 
usually too thin and fragile. The hard 
clams or cohogues vary extensively. A 
few have brilliant interiois; the major- 
ity arc very dull.

A DUSTLESS ASH SIFTER. 


Jkpp*r*ta« That Will 11* Appreciate* 


by Thrifty Ilonnvliuldem. 


An apparatus in which ashes may be 


gifted Indoors without raising a dust 
In the room has been invented by Mr. 
G. J. Le Brake, Milwaukee. WIs., says 
The Scientific American. The sifter 
comprises a trunk or body pivoted at 
the rear to a frame and resting at the 
front end, when in use, on an ash can, 
or bucket. Mounted within this body 
5s a sling in which the sifter pan is 
held. A handle on ihe sifter pan ex- 
tends through the end wall of the box 
and may be operated to give the pan 
a reciprocating motion. 
I)lr?ctly be- 


low the sifter pan is a funnel, or spout, 
which extends through the floor of the 
body and fits tightly into the ash can 
below when the apparatus is in oper- 
ative position. 


At the rear end of the body is a pipe 


which may be connected to the flue or 
chimney of the house and through 
which the dust can escape. A damper 
in this chimney is connected by a lever 
to the body of the sifter, so that when 
the latter is in its operative position the 
damper is open and permits free es-

CHEMISTRY OF GOODIES. 


Martin Armstrong, station agent on 


the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe road 
at Kenny, Tex., has invented an appli- 
ance by which any person may send a 
telegraphic message without knowing 
anything about telegraphy, says the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. The apparatus is 
Intended primarily for use in educating 
people to be telegraphers, and with It 
they can, without a teacher, master the 
secret of dots and dashes that go to 
make up each letter of the alphabet 
according to the Morse system.

In flour confections or cakes—not sug- 


ar confections or sweets proper—the 
principal substances used are flour,, 
milk, eggs and sugar. For confection- 
ery the Aveakcr and softer flours, con- 
taining much starch and Ifttlejrluteu, 
are preferable, says a writer In The 


i Scientific American. Milk is used as a 
' moistener instead of water because of 


its richness, average pure new milk 
containing 4 per cent of fnt. 3.C per 
cent of proteJds, 4.5 per cent of sugar, 
.7 per cent of ash, 8.8 per cent of non- 
fatty solids and 78.4 per cent of wa- 
ter. 
It is not only the fat in the milk 


that is of service to the confectioner, 
but also its protelds, which, though 
like the white of eggs, have no very 
pronounced taste, yet confer a full- 
ness of flavor which a simple solution 
of lactose in water would not possess. 
In. baked goods the proteids of milk 
produce a moistness and mellowness of 
character, and new milk therefore 
gives to confectionery richness through 
its fat, sweetness through its sugar 
and mellowness through its protcid. 


Xext to milk, eggs nre one of the 


most important moistening agents to 
the confectioner. 
In composition the 


white of eggs consists of protelds dis- 
solved in water, while the yolk con-' 
tains, in addition to the proteid. fat 
and coloring matter. 
The white of 


eggs may be viewed as a solution of 
one part albumen in seven parts of 
water, while in the whole egg about 
two-fifths of the solids consist of fat 
and three-fifths of proteid, while the 
water of the whole egg amounts, rough- 
ly, to three-quarters of its weight. An- 
other moistening agent used by con- 
fectioners is glycerin. 


Many aerating agents are used by 


confectioners, the chief of them being 
ammonium carbonate, usually called 
"ammonia," or volatile sodium bicar- 
bonate, tartarlc acid and cream of tar- 
tar. 
The chemical action of these on* 


the confectioner's paste Is to change 
the sugar present by fermentation into 
alcohol and carbon dioxide gas, which 
has the mechanical effect of distending 
and lightening the dough.

As it moves the 
sounder clicks the letter. This is done 
y tho stylus passing over the metal 
strips and forming an electrical con 
nection, which is broken for longer or 
shorter intervals necessary to make a 
letter by the intervening spaces of 
xvood between the metal strips. A few 
xvceks of practice on this instrument 
and the novice knows the sound of ev- 
ery letter, and it is only then a matter 
of practice to receive and transmit in 
the usual manner. The sounder gives 
him his opportunity to practice this, 
and if he ib ever in doubt as to his cor- 
rectness ho can verify his work by pro- 
ducing the letter with the stylus. 


NEW USE FOR DRIED PEAS. 


For Charcoal to Make tin? 


Fluent Smolieleits 1'owrter. 


A most interesting place is the in- 


terior of a powder factory, where fine 
and special brands of smokeless poxv- 
der and poxvder used for sporting pur- 
poses are made. The smokeless pow- 
der, which, like all other gunpowder, 
is composed of the three ingredients 
charcoal, saltpeter and sulphur, re- 
quires a certain kind of charcoal, 
which the manufacturers discovered at 
the cost of a great deal of experiment- 
ing with fine cedar, boxxvood, maple 
and ash charcoal. 


The special charcoal used in the 


manufacture of smokeless and other 
brands of fine powder is made, sur- 
prising though it may seem, of dried 
peas, which are "burned" to charcoal 
in kilns like any other vegetable ma- 
terial used for the same purpose. These 
dried peas make a very fine and light 
charcoal that is in great demand in the 
manufacture of fine gunpowder.

The chief merit of the new 
substance lies in its freedom from 
grease and therefore in its more ready 
manipulation. 
It is said that aeety 


lene black is admirably adapted for 
the uses of the manufacturer of print- 
ing inks. The high cost of acetylene 
black is the only obstacle that bars its 
general introduction. 


Chemical Value of the Bodj-. 


An ingenious chemist has made tht 


claim that the average human being is 
worth about $18,300 from tho chemical 
standpoint. His calculations are based 
on the fact that the human body con- 
Udns three pounds and thirteen ounces 
of calcium, and calcium just now is 
worth $300 an ounce.

Egyptian lotus roots m:fy be obtained 


from any llorist. The seed will i-cadily 
gcrminute if a hole "is died 01' clniloU 
through tho hard shell that moisture 
may penetrate tli',* kernel, otbmvii-p 
they will lie dormant almost indetiniti'- 
ly. It is perfectly hardy and comes to 
po.-fectiou when planted in shallov. 
water with rich mud and full oxp.-suro 
to tho sun -simply uaturalixed in the 
same environments that suit our tut'.ve 
water lily. Artificial ponds or cement 
basins are often made for the ;,co. m- 
modation of this and other water lilies. 
Such tanks should be two or three feet 
deep and of any size, and outline' cle- 
sired. Twdvo by twenty feet is a 
nice size for tiie amateur. It is best tu 
plant tho lilies in boxes, say three feet 
square and one foot deep, tilled with 
good rich soil and sunk in the tank. 


The lotus submits gracefully to culti- 


vation in tubs. Ordinary half barrels 
will do for tubs. Fill them two-thirds 
full of rich pardon soil, in winch plant 
tho roots (I prefer roots to seed); then 
fill tubs full of water and set In a 
warm, sunny place. In winter remove 
the tubs with their contents to a cellar. 
A beautiful aquatic garden may be 
had by arranging several tubs of lotus 
and nympa-a into n mound or circle 
and tilling tho spaces between them 
with 
ferns, arrowheads aud other 


moisture loving plants.—Home and 
Flowers. 


HOTT Tropic-al Fruits Arc Frott-cteil.

tropical fruits have thick or hard or 
nauseous rinds, which need to be torn 
off before tho monkeys or birds tor 
whose use they are intended can get at 
them and eat them. 
Our northern 


strawberries, raspberries, currants ai.il 
whortlebei ries, developed v>itb a sin- 
gle eve to the pretty robins and (inches 
of temperate climes, can be popped 
into the mouth whole and eaten as 
they stand. They are meant for small 
birds to devour and to disperse the 
tiny undigested, nutliko seeds in return 
for the bribe of the soft pulp tbat sur- 
•ounds them. Hut it is quite otherwise 
vith ora lines, shaddocks, 
bar.anas 


jlantains, mangoes and 
pineapples. 


L'hosc great tropical fruits can onlv be 
eaten properly after stripping oft' tbe 
iard and often acrid rind that guards 
and preserves them. 


They lay themselves out for disper- 
.ion by monkeys, toucans nnd other 
datively large and powerful fruit eat- 
•rs, and the rind is put there as a bar- 
•ior against sm.sll ihii'ves who would 
•Ob the sweet pulp, but be absolutely 
ncapable of carrying aw.iy and dib- 
lersing the large and richly stored 
.eeds it covers.—-Cornlull Magazine.

A man named John Reagan died 


suddenly, about ten o'clock on Thurs- 
:lay evening, in Thomas JLeary's sa- 
loon on Market street. Reagan had 
aeen sitting in a chair in a corner all 
through 
the 
evening, 
apparently 


asleep, and almost unnoticed, when 
the other occupants of the room were 
startled by the sound of a fall, and 
turning about, they discovered Reagan 
lying in a limp heap on the floor. 


One of the iron, Daniel Barrett by- 


name, who is employed in the saloon, 
hastened to Reagan's aid. 
He 
was 


breathing when Barrett reached him. 
but was evidently unconscious, and 
died in about fitteen minutes. 


Officer Burns \»as 
summoned 
as 


soon as it became evident that R5agon 
was dying, and upon his au'vil the 
officer telephoned tor Drctor Tiwie 
and scjit a mt-bbenger for Coroner 
Rider. 


The doctor was the first to arrive. 


Ho pronounced Reagan dead, and the 
body was removed to the undertaking 
rooms of Oliver \V. Ham. No inquest 
was held over the body Thursday even- 
ing, 
but the coroner was of the opinion 


that death was the result of exposure 
and exhaustion. 


It appears that Reagan had neither 


home nor money, and for a number of 
yeais ho haw been in 
the 
habit of 


i ping about the wharves ?t 
the 


North end. during that portion of the 
time that ho was not living at Brent- 
wood. Although Reagan was known 
to be addicted to the use of liqucis to 
a certain extent, he was not a diunk- 
ard, and m-vcr gavo the police any 
trouble, but he was to all intents and 
purposes a pauper. He was about fif- 
ty-five years out. 


HP was in the hal'ii 
of 
herging 


about Loary's establishment wh°n he 
was in Portsmouth, and the attaches 
of the place frequently feav him f'jod. 
Barrett said that Reagan had an ill 
turn Thursday forenoon, but that he 
succeorlod in bringing him to and he 
appeared to be iceling quite well dur- 
ing the al'tcrnooii. It appears, how vr-r, 
that Hragan has been in ill IK alth for 
some time, and OfiU-er Burns sa>s he 
understands that the stroke which re- 
sulted in his death was the fourth 
from which he had suffered during the 
day. 


Hcagan has no family of his own, 


but two brothers live at the North end, 
onij of them being an engineer em- 
ployed at Walker's coal whart.
